1887 to 1889 is going to be close and 
doubtful until after the elections of 
1880. 
Twenty-six 
Republicans and 


twenty-five Democrats wilt hold over 
from the Forty-ninth Oougrsss. 
The 


Republicans have already secured tho 
legislature in Ohio which elects the 
next Senator, and the Democrat* iu 
Maryland, Virginia and Mississippi, 
which makes twenty-eight Democrats 
and twenty-seven Kepublicans sure of 
Beats after March 4, 1887. 
The Demo- 


crats ave morally certain to cariy next 
yaar'8 Legislature!, and thus secure the 
Henatorships 
in 
Delawaie, Florida, 


Missouri, Tenoesnee, Texns and West 
Virginia, and the Kepnbhcans in Mus- 
sachussetts, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 


Pennsylvania, Khode Island and Ver- 
mont. This will carry the totals up to 
thirty-four Democrats and thirty-three 
Republicans, aad leaves the uiue Htntes 
of 
California, 
Conneolicut, Indiana, 


Maine, Michigan, Nevada, New Jersey, 
New York and Wisconsin to b» fought 
for. 
If the Democrats can add four of 


these nine to their previous thirty-four 
they will have a majority with Vioe- 
Presidsnt Hendrick's 
ousting 
Toto, 


-while the Republicans must carry six of 
them to make their previous thirty- 
three a majority of th« seventy-six 
members. 
The Republican* are pretty 


•confident o£ carrying Maine find Wis- 
consin, while the Democrats are almost 
certain to secure Indiana. The Nevada 
seat will be again pot up at auction, 
and a Democrat is aa likely to "bid it 
in" aa « Republican. California elected 
a Democratic Senator half a dozen 
yearn ago. and may do the same thiug 
again. The Republicans came within u 
few TOtes of losing the Michigan Legis- 
lature last fall, and the Sfate has be- 
come a doubtful one, while thu week's 
election in Connecticut shows that 
neither porty can count upon that 
State next year. The Democrats seem 
to-day as likely as not to get the New 
Jersey Legislature in 1880, and may

The report of the Sixth Auditor of the 


Treasuay, who has supervision over the 
accounts of the Postoffice Department, 
shows that during the last fiscal year 
nearly $14,000,000 was expended for 
railroad transportation of mails; $5,- 
500,000 was paid to stags coaches, near- 
ly $GOO,000 was paid for internal trans- 
portation by steamboats, but only $325,- 
000 for the encouragement of foreign 
commerce. 'Of this $325,000, only $34,- 
000 was paid to American snipe, the 
balance going into the pockets of foreign 
steamship owners. 
During the same 


time England paid §35,000,000 for her 
transportation on the sea, France paid 
$6,400,000 in subsidies, Germany $1,- 
500,000, Italy and Spain about $1,000,- 
000 each, and other European commer- 
cial nations corresponding amounts. 
Brazil paid over u million, and even 
Guatemala and Chile paid more than the 
United Statei. Mexico paid nearly a 
million, and recently contracted with an 
English^ steamship company to furnish 
transportation between her west coast 
and China. She also pays subsidies for 
a line of steamers to the West Indies, 
and gives them $25 per capita, head 
money, for every immigrant they bring 
to that country. 
Although Congress at 


the last session appropriated $800,000 
for foreign mail transportation, one-hall 
of which was to go to foreign ships and 
the other half to American ships, the 
Postmaster-General still refuses to ex- 
pend the appropriation for their benefit 
An attempt will be made by the mer- 
chants of New York and JSan Francieco 
engaged in the foreign trade to secure • 
renewal of this appropriation with such 
provision as shall compel the Postmaster- 
General to carry out the law.

tees have been appointed by various 
commercial exchanges of New York, who 
have the matter in charge.
